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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A thorough search for 
prior art fails to disclose any reference or references, which taken alone or in combination, teach 
or suggest, in combination with the other limitations, "each time a change of said meter occurs 
during the bonus game, said change is of an amount which is determined based on" as per claims 
1,16 and 21 in combination with, "the selected different second component of the wager for the 
play of the base game and not based on the total wager value of the wager placed and any 
outcome which occurs in the play of the base game" as per claim 1 and, "the amount selected for 
the wager per payline for the play of the base game and not based on the total wager value of the 
wager placed for the play of the slot game and any outcome which occurs in the play of the slot 
game" as per claim 16 and, "the selected number of paylines played and not based on the total 
wager value of the wager placed for the play of the slot game and any outcome which occurs in 
the play of the slot game" as per claim 21 and in combination with "when said meter reaches a 
designated level, provide an award generation event associated with the meter to the player" as 
per claims 1 and 21 and, "when the meter reaches a designated level, provide an award 
generation event associated with the meter to the player" as per claim 16. The closest prior art is 
US Patent No. 6,186,894 Bl to Mayeroff Mayeroff discloses changing a bonus meter according 
to the number of paylines or wagers per payline but the change of the meter does not occur 
during the bonus game. For at least these reason, claims 1, 16, 21 and the claims dependent 
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thereon are allowed over Mayeroff or any other prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination.
